STAR  ROSES  are  nationally  known  for  their  quality.  The  heavy  clay  soil  around  West  Grove 
produces  strong,  hard-wooded  plants  which  are  the  envy  of  growers  everywhere. 

Star  Roses  are  field-grown,  two  years  old,  and  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  low  budded  on 
Japanese  Multiflora  seedling  understocks,  which  our  years  of  experience  have  convinced  us  produce 
the  best  plants. 

Why  do  experienced  rosarians  plant  their  Roses  in  the  fall?  Because  the  plants  come  to  them 
freshly  dug  from  the  fields,  canes  plump,  full  of  vitality,  and  if  planted  at  once,  well  watered  and 
hilled  up,  they  will  start  into  growth  in  the  spring  scarcely  knowing  that  they  have  been  moved.  The 
feeder  roots  begin  to  grow  before  the  soil  is  workable  in  the  spring,  so  that  fall-planted  Roses  will  give 
far  better  results  the  first  year  than  plants  set  out  in  spring  can  possibly  do. 

Another  reason  for  fall  planting  is  the  assurance  of  getting  the  varieties  you  want. 

Fall  planting  is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  sometimes  we  sell  out  of  a  variety  in  the  fall,  and,  in  the 
case  of  Novelties,  this  means  that  this  Rose  will  not  be  obtainable  again  until  the  following  fall. 
We  strongly  urge  fall  planting.  Roses  can  be  planted  as  long  as  there  is  no  frost  in  the  ground. 

In  the  North,  where  special  winter  protection  is  necessary,  an  excellent  plan  practiced  by  many 
experienced  growers  is  to  get  the  freshly  dug  plants  in  the  fall,  dig  a  hole  12  to  24  inches  deep,  and 
bury  them  for  the  winter.  Lay  the  plants  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole,  cover  with  fine  soil  so  it  will  work 
in  around  the  canes  and  roots,  water  thoroughly,  and,  after  filling  the  hole,  mound  it  up  enough  to 
shed  water.  These  plants  can  be  dug  when  you  are  ready  for  them  in  the  spring  and  will  be  found  to 
be  as  fresh  as  when  you  received  them.
